SEDALIA^GETS IT. 


The Sedalia friends of “ Top” 
W est, a former passenger engineer 
on the Choctaw div ision of the M., 
K. & T ., are wondering if he was 
shot and killed in Old Mexico yes­ 
terday,in compliance with the sent­ 
ence recently passed upon him by 
a Mexican court, on the charge of 
hav ing killed a nativ e, the conv ic­ 
tion hav ing resulted wholly from 
circumstantial ev idence. 
The metropolitan papers of to­ 
day that were receiv ed in Sedalia 
hav e no dispatches bearing upon 
the subject, and the Sedalia friends 
of W est hope that his sentence 
was commuted to imprisonment, 
but they fear to the contrary. 
W est was employed as an en­ 
gineer upon one of the railroads in 
Mexico, and some sev en months 
ago, after hav ing come in off of his 
run, he purchased a lunch and 
sought an out of the way place to 
eat it. 
A n hour or so later a Mexican 
was found dead in that immediate 
v icinity, he hav ing been stabbed 
byisome unknown party. 
W est was arrested upon suspic­ 
ion, but declared that he was in­ 
nocent and expected to be released 
in a short time. 
Instead, howev er,he was thrown 
into prison, 
where be remained 
sev eral weeks, and was then ac­ 
corded a trial, which resulted in 
his conv iction. 
Friends in the United States 
were appealed to in the hope of se­ 
curing for him a new trial, but all 
to no purpose, and finally he was 
sentenced 
to be shot 
on Tues­ 
day, J uly 31st. 
A Sedalia friend receiv ed a let­ 
ter from W est a fortnight ago, in 
which he stated that his attorney 
hoped to secure for him a commu­ 
tation of sentence to imprisonment 
for life, but since that time nothing 
has been heard from the con­ 
demned man. 
A few years ago W est was one 
of the best known engineers in the 
employ of the M ., K. & T., his 
acquaintance extending from Den­ 
ison to 
Hannibal, 
and all hav e 
watched his case with deep in- 
terest. 
N ot one of these friends believ e 
that he killed the Mexican, but 
there is v ery little show for an 
American who is so unfortunate as 
be arraigned in a Mexican court, 
and they fear that he was shot and 
killed yesterday^ _______

Supposing 
he had bought the 


ranch, 
Attorney 
Miller 
helped 


Murphy negotiate a loan of $200 


for temporary expenses, a friend 


of Miller’s advancing the money 


and 
taking 
a 
mortgage on 
the 


ranch. 


Murphy then disappeared, and a 


few hours later it transpired that 


he bad never made a payment on 
the ranch or 
secured 
the 
deeds 
from the original owners. 
Then there 
were 
some 
warm 
people 
in 
Livingston. 
A 
hotel 
man had a forty-plate banquet to 
spoil on his hands and the state’s 
attorney felt that he had been the 
means of losing his friend $200. 
He soon heard of Murphy being 
in jail in Clinton and wrote there, 
but the prisoner had 
served his 
time and was released a day or 
two before the letter reached here.
